For years there has been a sp ate of 
warnings about swiftly rising p ressure of 
enrollment in our colleges and universities. 
The p ublic has been told again and again 
that such institutions would need more 
help if they were to cop e adequately with 
the increasing demand for higher educa­ 
tion.

W ASHINGTON — Is inflation 
on the way, and is the p u rchas­ 
ing p ower of the dollar headed 
for a fu rther downward move­ 
ment? 
An annou ncement ju st made 
by 
the 
D ep artm ent 
of 
Labor 
throws some light on the subject. 
It states officially that higher 
p rices 
for 
food 
and 
housing 
raised the nation’s living costs 
in December to a new all-time 
record. 
This 
means 
it 
takes 
$10.76 to buy the same goods 
and services that $10 could buy 
in the p eriod between 1957 and 
1959. The increase in the con­ 
su mer p rice level as comp ared 
with the p revious December was 
the largest in five years. 
The increases in p rices did not 
affect all things, but the total 
imp act on the cost-of-living in­ 
dex 
was 
noticeable. 
Oddly 
enough, "take-hom e p ay” of fac­ 
tory workers, due to longer work 
weeks and higher rates of i>ay, 
resulted in a larger amount of 
individual comp ensation, so that 
many citizens were able to offset 
the rise in the cost of living. 
The main significance of the 
Dep artment 
of 
Labor’s 
a n ­ 
nouncement is that, desp ite all 
the claims that inflation 
is a 
thing of the p ast and that the 
coming tax cut will not be "in­ 
flationary," there are evidences 
that an inflationary trend has 
already set in and will, if a n y ­ 
thing, 
he 
intensified 
by 
the 
forthcoming tax cut. 
Secretary 
Douglas Dillon of the Treasu ry 
Dep artment, in a discussion last 
Sunday on an ABC radio and 
television p rogram called Issues 
and Answei’s. declared that the 
real effect of the forthcoming 
tax cut will not he felt in 1964, 
but in 1965. 
He said the former 
has 
been 
erroneously 
assumed 
because the bulk of "the rate 
reductions take p lace this year." 
He added; 
“It takes qu ite a bit of time 
for 
these 
rate 
reductions 
to 
work throu gh the economy and 
for 
p eop le 
to 
buy 
more 
and 
therefore create 
more demand 
and therefore have orders to ex­ 
p and factories and exp and p ro­ 
duction and so forth. The full 
stimulus from this tax cut will 
be taking effect next year, not 
this year. 
And next year is the

being held down." 
Mr. Dillon called attention to 
the fact that the tax bill m ight 
take effect on March 1, and he 
mentioned that the increase in 
income 
a 
citizen 
may 
retain 
thereafter, due to a reduction in 
the withholding rates, will add 
to the total am ou nt available 
to the economy. He estimates the 
increase at $8 billion this year. 
So it is evident that the effect 
of the delay in the date for the 
enactm ent of a tax bill will be 
offset by the larger amou nt of

and-p rice p roblem. Incidentally, 
the auto-union leaders have ju st 
indicated that they will demand 
the biggest increases in wages 
since 1955. 
Another question asked of Mr. 
Dillon was whether, if both m an­ 
agement and labor did increase 
p rices and wages, this wou ldn’t 
p ractically comp el the Federal 
Reserve System to increase its 
interest rates. He rep lied: 
"If 
there 
is an inflationary 
p ush, they (the Federal Reserve 
Board) 
would 
natu rally 
take 
some action, and I think that 
would be exp ected, bu t we don’t 
exp ect there will be need for 
that.” 
But the additional demand for 
goods as a resu lt of the increase 
in consumer p urchasing p ower 
growing out 
of 
tax reduction 
may be exp ected to bring m ore 
p rice increases and wage rises. 
One of the most imp ortant as­ 
p ects ot 
the 
whole 
situ ation, 
however, has not been getting 
emp hasis lately. It is that p ublic 
confidence in the fu tu re of the 
dollar 
is 
something 
that 
can 
change overnight, p articu larly by 
reason of the attitu de of foreign 
countries which have large claims 
on gold in the United States. 
Any fu ndamental change in the 
international situ ation could p ro­ 
duce a corresp onding mood of 
hesitation inside America. 
Foreign p roducers, moreover, 
are watching the American m a r­ 
ket carefu lly to see any way 
they can u nderbid American p ro­ 
ducers and fu rth er invade the 
m arket in this country. 
The whole economic situ ation 
is so comp lex and consists of so 
many 
interdep endent 
factors 
that it isn’t p ossible as yet to 
foresee all the effects of the tax- 
reduction 
bill 
if it 
goes 
into 
effect on M arch 1. Many of the 
economic exp erts, however, arc 
lieginning to wonder w hether the 
readju stm ents that may have to 
be made in 1965 to meet new 
wage and p rice increases will 
m ake economic p lanning in ad­ 
vance for that yeai’ very diffi­ 
cult indeed, esp ecially if du ring 
the year 1961 the cost of living 
continu es to increase. 
The dam aging effects of infla­ 
tion are u su ally due to the in­ 
stability cau sed by the constant­ 
ly diminishing p u rchasing p ower 
of the dollar. If all factors could 
be co-ordinated — as the theo­ 
reticians constantly u rge — so 
that wages would move up only 
in accordance with p rodu ctivity 
of labor and p rices would move 
up only enou gh to make a re a ­ 
sonable p rofit, the su p p orters of 
a controlled or managed econ­ 
omy would have more basis for 
their argu m ent. 
But. in the natu ral op erations 
of a free-enterp rise system, gov­ 
ernm ent action has an over-all
